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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although the amended claims are entered (to 
overcome the previous objection to claim 115), they are still rejected under the same grounds as presented in the previous office action. 
Concerning the user input, please note that the citation provided (col 7 In 63 to col 8 In 5) mentions that if the data is not already in 
computer storage, it can be entered. Furthermore, the Roberts reference clearly shows prompting the user for various inputs in Fig. 1 1 A-D 
and 12, where the motivation for combining such a feature is listed in the prior office action. Concerning the starting of the engine, it is at 
least implied that the user will need to start the engine for the starter test; however, even if it were not implied, the Roberts reference clearly 
shows such a feature in Fig. 1 1 A and 12. Concerning the outputs, the citations provided in the previous office action concerning Gollomp 
are still seen as meeting those requirements, especially when noting the messages provided by the display in Gollomp and their equivalent 
meaning. 
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
